“To instill in the student body 
the spirit of the right of criti- 
cism, and the right of free ex- 
pre ssion .” This is the policy, ac- 
cording to David Roche, sopho- 
more, of the proposed new campus 
publication. The Questing Beast. 

Roche, co-editor with Robert 
McHugh, another sophomore, ex- 
plained the significance of the 
Questing Beast as a title and a 
symbol, in this way: “The Quest- 
ing Beast is a ms^hical creature 
that flies forever around the 
earth. Grotesque in appearance, 
with the head of a serpent, the 
body of a leopard, the buttocks of 
a lion, and the feet of a hart, it 
shall never be brought to earth 
by any man or god.” Such a 
creature, Roche and McHugh feel, 
symbolizes what they hope the 
spirit of this publication will be- 
come, a spirit that will never be 
brought down. 

When asked exactly what ' 
this spirit was, Roche answer- 
ed that it would be a contin- 
uation of the kind of spirit 
that the 'Thinking Men, or 
Angry Young Men, displayed 
last year. This anonymous 
group, which went by either 
name, dedicated itself to the ' 
vtihement criticism of various 
institutions, practices and pol- 
icies of the administration < 
and the student council. Roche* 
qualified his statement, how- 
ever, by saying that the 
publication would not be as 
radical as was this group. 

Roche and McHugh said that 
there would be two editorials in 
eacb monthly issue, in addition 
to" several by-^lined articles ex- 
pressing views on campus prob- 
lems, world affairs, p o 1 i tic s , 
^science, etc. He said that the 
articles would be little edited and 
that anyone, whether on the re- 
gular staff or not, could contri- 
bute articles as„ long as he allows 
his name to be printed with the

The. question of whether or not 
the administration knew about the 
proposed publication, and if they 

did, how they felt about it,

brought this answer from Roche: 
“Father Girt, dean of men, has 


given his enthusiastic approval, 
and other members of the admini- ^ 
stratiori were disposed favorably 
toward the idea.” 

The question of finances 
for the paper eUcited the 
"only hestitant response. Both 
McHugh and Roche stated 
that they would need quite a 
bit of money to get the paper 
started, and that a price of 
.15 . to 20 cents would have to 
be charged per issue. 

The co-editors ended the inter- 
view by saying that, although ' 
they were not over-optimistic 
about the success of their venture, 
they felt that the campus needs 
such a paper, and that they had 
a good chance for success.

asserts own independeHce Seniors (?) mob mixer 


Last week Stuff celebrated its 
twenty-fifth year as the St. Joseph’s 
College student newspaper. It was 
noted that, a quarter of a century 
ago, when the college had only some 
290 students, there was no campus 
newspaper. Now* 25 years later, with 
some 1100 students, St; Joseph’s Col- 
lege is to have two newspapers. 

True, the new will be only mimeo- 
graph and only monthly. True, that 
it will be a much, much different' 
^ type of newspaper than Stuff, con- 
cerning itself primarily with opinion 
on campus, local, national and in- 
ternational issues. But it is another 
newspaper, with all the potentiality 
for good and for positive action’ that 
any campus newspaper, printed or 
mimeographed could ever have. 

Its staff has already demonstrated 
themselves as more than enterpris- 
ing, in the method they have used 
to raise funds for their project. They 
have proved themselves willing 
workers in the time and thought 
they have already put into it. 

But, in the advent of a new cam- 

"•a 

pus publication, there are certain 
points which should be restated and 
clarified. 

Despite popular opinion to ^e 
contrary. Stuff, as campus news- 
papers go, is relatively free. Over 
and above its normal' selfimposed 
restrictions of prudence and good 
taste. Stuff has only one major re- 
striction — ^it is not allowed to print 
contributions from faculty members. 

Save for this the paper speaks 
editorially as it sees fit. 

This editorial freedom has not 
been hampered in any way by the 
fact that Stuff is not truly financial- 
ly independent. The cost of Stuff is 
included in each student’s tuition 
charges and the money is appropri- 
ated/to the newspaper by the col- 
legel But, it is to the credit of all 
concerned that, in those occasions 
where Stuff has seen fit to criticize 
the administration or some admini- 
strative policy, there has never been 
' suggestion or implication of any re- 
striction on the paper’s finances. 

It is important to define clearly 
these two points — editorial and fi- 
nancial freedom — as d&ey exist to 
■n clear up a prevalent misconception. 

The staff of the new campus pub- 
lication would be mistaken to be- 
lieve that because of financial free- 
dom, they will have unlimited edi- 
torial freedom. Rather, they will find 
that, once they have saddled them- 
selves with the responsibility of man- 
aging a newspaper, the restriction of 
^ prudence will present itself. And, 
more important, it would be utterlv 
senseless to believe that the admini- 
stration will tolerate irresponsible or 
rabble-rousing criticism simply be- 
cause that criticism irhot supported 
by tuition funds. Hence their editor- 
id freedom will not differ substan- 
tially from that of Stuff, but this is 
hardly a restriction. Fortunately the 
stdf of the new publication is aware 
of this. But for a time, they will 
have to face a student body that is 


In the last analysis the greater dif- 
ference between the two publica- 
tions will be not in the degree -nf 
editorial freedom, but in content. 
Stuff is a newspaper. News is its 
primary purpose. The new publica- 
tion is an opinion forum. It will con- 
cern itself with commentary rather 
than reporting. 

With this in mind. Stuff wel- 
comes The Questing Beast to St. 
Joseph’s.' To its staff, who have little 
joumahstic experience, but enough 
energy and sincerity to compensate 
more than enough for that lack, we 
wish the best of luck.

Pumas smash Edahsoille Aces 14-2 


St. Joe now 
has2-i-l record

St. Joseph’s Pumas coupled a 
quickrhitting air and ground at- 
tack with an air-tight defense 
Saturday at St. Joseph’s field to 
defeat Evansville’s Purple Aces, 
14-2. 

Quarterback Detmis Houlihan,

Jim Betz spearheaded the Pumas’ 
attack. 

The victory gave St. Jo- 
seph’s a 2-1-1 season record. 
They are now 2-0-0 in the 
Indiana Colleigiate conference, 
good for a first-place tie #ifh 
DePauw University. 

Mid-way, in the first quarter 
the Aces penetratedi to the Pu- 
mas’ 14 after a short punt gave 
Evansville the ball on St. Jo- 
seph’s 36. 

-....Following the 22-yard pass in- 
terference call which moved the 
ball to the Pumas’ 14, Zera 
throttled the Aces when he inter- 
cepted quarterback Kim DeVault’s 
pass on the St. Joe seven ^nd 
returned it to the Evansville 46. 

Six plays later Betz raced to 
the^ Aces' ""one-yard line on a 
'30-yard draw play. Following an. 
offside penalty against Evansville, 
quarterback Dennis Anderson 
plunged into the line but fumbled. 

Tackle Dick Schreiber re- 
covered for the touchdown. 
Guard Rich Ostrowski kicked 
the extra point and St. Jo- 
seph’s ied, 7-0, with 2:40 to 
play in the quarter. 

Mid-way in the second quarter 
Zera intercepted another Evans- 
ville pass on the Pumas’ 35 and 
Returned it to the Aces’ 25. On 
, the first play Houlihan passed to 
Huck Quigley for what appeared 
to be a touchdown, but an offside 
penalty nullified the score. 

Five plays later Houlihan threw 
13 yards to Zera for a touch- 


down. Ostrowski kicked the p.a.t.
